1. The referenced application became abandoned on May 20, 2001 for failure to 
reply in a timely manner to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers (Notice). 
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09/784,426 

The above identified patent application was filed on February 16, 2001 along 
with a Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney signed by the inventor; an 
Information Disclosure Statement; and New Application Transmittal form. 

On March 26, 2001, the filing receipt was received from the U.S. Patent 
Office according Serial No. 09/784,426 to this application. 

On November 18, 2002 a Status Inquiry was filed in the United States Patent 
Office for this application, a copy of the receipt dated post card is attached. On 
December 2, 2002 correspondence was received from the Office, mailed 
November 22, 2002, copy attached, indicating that the above identified patent 
application was projected to be first examined in 0 to 3 months. 

On January 9, 2003 a Notice of Abandonment mailed January 3, 2003 was 
received for this application indicating that this application was abandoned for 
failure to timely or properly reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts (Notice) mailed 
on 03/19/2001 . Our office did not receive the Notice to File Missing Parts (Notice) 
and subsequently filed on January 27, 2003 a Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137 for 
revival of this application.

2. This application became abandoned because the failure to prosecute was an 
unintentional delay.
